The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Claims 1-8 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior art 
which teaches a multiple function apparatus (Fig. 8) comprising a first apparatus provided in a 
space between a first transporting guide and a deflecting guide part of a second transport guide 
wherein the deflecting guide part is disposed over the first apparatus for performing processing 
of a first sheet in a case where the first sheet is transported along the first transporting guide; a 
second apparatus provided at a straight guide part of the second transporting guide for 
performing processing for a second sheet in a case where the second sheet is transported along 
the straight guide part.
